electrical stream flows on to the earth 
on the side of the globe which is ex- 
posed to the sun. As the earth in Its 
daily motion rotates eastward, causing 
the sun apparently to pass around the 
earth daily In a westward direction, 
this stream or Dow of electricity Is 
caused to wind constantly around the 
earth In a westward direction, a coll 
so to speak, being completed In each 
daily rotation. Thus the magnetlxaticu 
of the earth very probably results'In 
a manner-exactly analogous to that 
employed when a needle is magnetized 
hy an electric current through a right- 
banded spiral coil. 


"There would ieem to be reason for 


believing, at least, tentatively: First— 
That the earth In Its physical struc- 
ture consists to such an extent ot mag- 
netizable material that it Is capable 
as a whole, of being converted Into a 
magnet; second, that an electrical 
stream, or current, la received by the 
earth on the side exposed to the sun. 
which, through the earth's rotation. Is 
coiled around the earth from east to 
west, causing the earth to become an 
electromagnet: third, that the conver- 
sion of the earth Into an electromag- 
net in this manner Is the cause of the 
directive tendency of the magnetic 
needle, both In declination and dip, 
while the diversities and peculiarities 
connected with the method of magnet- 
ism are the cause of the constant 
changes and anomalies In the move-

PEARL OYSTERS AND X-RAYS 


American 
Electrical 
Engineer

Perfected an Extremely Valu- 


able Invention. 


Pearl fishing Is the very latest In- 


dustry to make use of X-rays. Hither- 
to the process ot obtaining pearls has 
been extravagantly wasteful of the 
oysters, for until the shells were 
opened and the oysters killed there 
was no means of ascertaining wheth- 
er-they contained pearls or not. In 
Ceylon, the chief pearl fishery of tha 
world, the - immemorial custom has 
been 'to dredge up the oysters, open 
them, and throw them Into a recep- 
tacle, there to decay. The number of 
shells which contain pearls U only a 
small proportion of the total number 
gathered, but all must perish-in this 
methodical devastation. 
After 
the 


oysters have • decayed for a certain 
time they are heaped up In troughs 
and rinsed In sea water. This-wash- 
Ing carries off most of the flesh, and, 
being repeated several times, leaves 
a sediment in the troughs. This Is 
examined- carefully for pearls. 
The 


shells also are examined, for the ma- 
jority of the pearls are found in the 
shreds of Cesh which adhere to the 
shells. 
The process not only wastes 


the oysters which contain no pearls, 
but which, if allowed to live, might 
sooner or later bear them, but It 
wastes the small seed pearls, which If 
left in tho sea would grow to a size 
that • would make them valuable. 


John Salomon, an American eleo 


trloal engineer, has changed all this. 
Availing himself of the discovery that 
X-ray radiographs showed whether or 
not an unopened oyster contained a 
pearl, ha went to Ceylon and put tha 
discovery to practical me. He built 
a house on the deserted Island of Ipan- 
Uoo. In an Immense bay, bordered by 
,cocoaaut and spice-bearing trees.. As 
'fast as th« fithers bring In the oysters 
to' him they are ranged la troughs, 
each containing 70, and are takes' to 
the X-ray room.' lo less than a min- 
ute (0 batches-of 100 each are photo- 
graphed. 
Those which contain pearls 


large enough to be of valaa are opened 
at once, while those which contain 
none are cast back Into the sea. Tha 
shells which contain teed pearU are 
carefully deposited la'* marked, area 
of th* bay. called tha nursery, there to 
remain un til such time as' Mr.- Salomon 
thlaks their pearls have attained suf- 
ficient trowtk. Thu* a» oyiuri tr* 
wasted.
